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‘Holding’ charge 
gives FBI time 
to strengthen case

WASHINGTON — In high-profile 
cases, federal prosecutors are loath to 
rush to judgment. As in the first count 
filed against the Unabomber suspect, 
the normal strategy is to hit a defen- 
dant only with the narrowest charge 
to give investigators time to build 
their best, broadest case. 

“The public has to understand that 
this is not a game,” said Joseph 
diGenova, a former U.S. attorney for 
the District of Columbia. “There 
should be no clamor here to name this 
person” as the Unabomber. 

In Montana, Theodore John 
Kaczynski, a 53-year-old former 
mathematics professor, was charged 
Thursday with one count of possess- 
ing components of a bomb, based on 
evidence found at his remote cabin. 
He was ordered to be held without 
bail. 

Former Attorney General Dick 
Thornburgh referred to that as a 
“holding” charge. 

“While they complete their investi- 
gation,” Thornburgh said, “they don’t 
want him at liberty to flee the juris- 
diction.” 

In addition, more dramatic charges 
probably could not be supported by 
the evidence investigators now have, 
diGenova said. 

“They can’t charge someone with 
being the Unabomber if they can’t 
prove it,” he said. “That would be the 
worst. ... Right now, nobody knows 
how good the evidence against this . 
particular person is, so people should- 
n’t jump to the conclusion that this 
guy is the Unabomber. Making the 
jump in your mind is different than 
proving it in court.” 

The key to thé Kaczynski prosecu- 
tion, diGenova said, is likely to be 
forensic evidence tying the defendant 
to the Unabomber’s explosives, as 
well as DNA evidence. 

“They'll probably take some body 
samples from him,” he said. “They 
may have DNA from some of the 
bomb materials and the letters if this 
guy was dumb enough to lick his own 
stamps.”

Clinton signs farm bill despite reservations 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton Thursday signed a sweeping farm bill 
that abandons Depression-era subsidy programs in favor of a system offering 
guaranteed but gradually declining payments over seven years. 

The president said he signed the measure with reservations because it “fails 
to provide an adequate safety net for family farmers.” 

“The fixed payments in the bill do not adjust to changes in market conditions, 
which would leave farmers and the rural communities in which they live vul- 
nerable to reductions in crop prices or yields,” the president said. 

He said he would submit legislation to Congress next year “to strengthen the 
farm safety net.” | 

The massive legislation covers a broad range of nutrition, environmental, spe- 
cific crop and rural development issues. 

While eliminating farm subsidies, it also terminates government controls over 
what farmers can plant or what fields must be left idle.

“The fetus has been inside her abdominal cavity, near the intestines, for at 
least 15 years, which is when she said she last had sexual relations,’ Remigio

ing all this time my belly never swelled,’ the widow, Antonieta Hilario, told 


, The O Estado de Sao Paulo newspaper Wednesday. 


Remigio Neto did not know exactly how old the 20-inch-long fetus was when 
it died nor its sex. “We should be able to determine these things when we 
remove the fetus surgically,” he said. “It does appear, however, that the baby 
was about to be born when it died inside its mother’s body.”

female student returned to her home 
where she called the Provo police, 
Kucher said. 

The suspect is described as a thin 
white male in his 20s, approximately

blue or black shirt.

“You will still hear the melody and 
harmony, only a xylophone will play 
the violin part,” Brough said. “They 
are the same notes, but different 
instruments — it is unique.” 

The ensemble will also perform 
“Stubernic.” 

““Stubernic’ is a piece that explores 
literally every tonal possibility on a 
single marimba. Three people simul- 
taneously play the marimba on the 
frame, the resonators and the bars,” 


Brough said. 

Other pieces performed by 
Percussion Ensemble will include 
“Mudra,” an exploration into East 
Indian rhythms, and “Paddlochia,” a 
piece featuring the paddle drums. 

“Paddle drums are drum heads con- 
nected to racket-style handles similar 
to what one would find on a racquet- 
ball or tennis courts,” Brough said. 
“There are also rubber balls. It is very 
visual to say the least.” 

A sextet from Panoramic Steel will 
then proceed with “Mo’Pan,” one of 
the tunes on the group’s new release, 
“Planet Pan.” Today is its release day. 

“Panoramic Steel members play 55 
gallon oil drums that have a unique 
melodic sound,” Brough said. “On 
each pan, there can be up to thirty 
notes, everything from a bass to a 
soprano.” 

The entire Panoramic Steel band 
will play “Green Ballet,’ a new piece 
by Jazz composer Vince Mendoza. An 
all-time favorite “Maple Leaf Rag” by 
Scott Joplin, will lead into the final 
number, “Musical Volcano.”

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Increasing evidence 


of Bosnia

SAHINICI, Bosnia-Herzegovina — U.N. investigators on Thursday stacked 
up rows of blindfolds on a muddy hillside, powerful evidence that beneath them 


lay the victims of an ethnic massacre. 


The dozens of blindfolds, strips of cloth mostly in dark colors, »upport sur- 
vivors’ accounts that up to 7,000 men were slaughtered by the Bosnian Serbs 
who overran the Muslim enclave of Srebrenica last summer. 

In Bosnia’s first spring thaw in peace after four years of war, investigators are 
spreading out in pursuit of human remains and other physical evidence to back 
up such accounts. What they find will be used by the war crimes tribunal in the 
Netherlands to prosecute those responsible. 

Other mass graves dot Bosnia — Bosnian Serbs have excavated more than 
100 bodies near the western town of Mrkonjic Grad since Saturday. The Serbs 
say the victims apparently were killed by Croats. 

But Srebrenica appears to be the site of the worst massacre of the war, and the 
fields around it have come to symbolize the horror of Bosnia’s ordeal. 

Survivors say that after July’s fall of Srebrenica, Bosnian Serb fighters loaded 
the men into trucks and brought them to a school gymnasium near Sahinici, 35 


miles southeast of Srebrenica. 


At the school, survivors say, the men were ordered to remove their hats and 
coats, then were blindfolded. They were then taken to two fields and shot. Their 


bodies were buried in mass graves. 


The blindfolds found Thursday are believed to be unused ones taken from the 
school to be disposed of in the fields where the bodies were buried. 

The six investigators recovered the blindfolds and clothing from brush off a 
hillside road. Digging into one of the fields with trowels and spades, they found 


more clothing and some bones. 


They gathered the evidence in plastic wrap. One man carrying a bone pho- 
tographed some of the remains, and talked into a tape recorder to describe 


them. 


The investigators sorted the blindfolds and stacked them in about 10 neat rows 
to take inventory. Because they roped off the area, it was impossible to get close 
enough to say exactly how many there were, but it appeared there were between 


five and 10 in each row. 


The war crimes tribunal has indicted the Bosnian Serbs’ highest leaders, 
Radovan Karadzic and Gen. Ratko Mladic, for their alleged roles in the 
Srebrenica massacre. Two Bosnian Serb soldiers who are suspected of taking 
part have been extradited from Serbia to the tribunal. 


Media sit a mile away 
while Freemen negotiate

JORDAN, Mont. — Sitting on fold- 
ing chairs on a dirt road, the besieged 
Freemen met face to face with nego- 
tiators Thursday for the first outward 
sign that the 11-day standoff might be 
resolved peaceably. 

Four men drove a white Chevy 
Suburban truck about 200 yards down 
a road from a farmhouse within their 
compound. They laid down a blue 
tarp and set up metal folding chairs. 

They waited for about 45 minutes 
until a mud-caked green Suburban 
arrived from outside the barricaded 
Justus Township. 

Four men got out of each vehicle, 
shook hands, and sat down to begin a 
meeting that lasted about an hour and 
20 minutes. 

One of the Freemen did most of the 
talking, occasionally standing, walk- 
ing around and waving his arms. 

Reporters were kept about a mile 
away from the negotiations by high- 
way patrol cars. But through binocu- 
lars and telephoto lenses, the negotia- 
tions could be seen clearly. 

At least one of the negotiators meet- 
ing with the Freemen was a federal 
agent, but the identities of the other 
three could not be immediately con- 
firmed. It was unknown who the 
Freemen representatives were. 

At least one Freeman pickup truck 
parked 100 yards away and watched 
the meeting closely. Federal agents 
did the same from another vantage 
point. A surveillance plane circled 
high above the area. 

When the meeting ended, the 
Freemen packed up the chairs, 
dragged the tarp back to the ranch 
house and went inside. The negotia- 
tors got in their car and drove off. 
They passed about a dozen TV crews 
and reporters without stopping to

However tentative, it was the first 
sign of a break in the standoff that 
began with high tension March 25 
when agents arrested two Freemen 
leaders. The tension has dulled into 
routine. 

The FBI continued its laid-back sur- 
veillance approach. Some agents 
staffed checkpoints at crossroads 
around the Freemen’s 960-acre farm 
while others kept watch from hilltop 
vantage points. 

When the Freemen look out from 
their barricaded farm, they see much 
the same scene as they did before the 
standoff began, miles and miles of 
treeless plains, the wheat stubble pok- 
ing through a few inches of snow. 

About half of the 22 men, women 
and children estimated to be at the 
Freemen compound are wanted on 
federal charges including mail fraud, 
bank fraud and conspiracy for threat- 
ening public officials. The Freemen 
have renounced all established author- 
ity, set up their own government 
called Justus Township, issued mil- 
lions of dollars in bogus checks, and 
threatened to kill those who stand in 
their way. 

They are thought to have stockpiled 
weapons at their compound, but so far 
their aggression has been only verbal, 
not physical. 

The standoff began when undercov- 
er federal agents infiltrated the farm 
and arrested Freemen leaders LeRoy 
Schweitzer and Daniel Petersen Jr. 

There is little chance of escape for 
those remaining at Justus Township, 
but the FBI’s approach is more judo 
than karate — a flexible defense that 
seems calculated to defuse tensions, 
not heighten them. 

The Freemen have also abandoned 
some of their attack-dog stance. The 
standoff began with armed Freemen 
sentries on the hills. They’re mostly 
inside the compound’s buildings now. 

Tuesday, they posted a notice on 
their barricaded county road asking, 
not demanding, that the media stay 
back a half-mile from their gates — 
still well within camera range. 

Visits to the Freemen from relatives 
have become a regular occurrence. 
They check in with federal agents.

DUBROVNIK, Croatia — 
Anvestigators turned Thursday to 
“unraveling the final minutes of 
Commerce Secretary Ron Brown’s 
flight and the reason it crashed near 
this Dalmatian port, killing all 35 peo- 
“ple aboard. 
™ Defense Secretary William Perry 
said initial speculation focused on 
faulty instrumentation. But many 
“questions remained a day after the jet 
“clipped a barren hill in a raging rain- 
storm and crashed about two miles 
short of Dubrovnik’s Cilipi Airport. 
© Why was the plane off course? Why 
did rescue efforts erroneously focus at 
first on the waters of the Adriatic Sea? 
«Could Croatian, NATO and U.S. res- 
»cuers have reached the site any faster? 

Even the number of victims was 
*uncertain until more than 24 hours 
eafter the crash. 

Initial reports from Washington said 
33 people were on board, but the State 
Department listed 35 victims 
“Thursday — all Americans except for 
one Bosnian and a Croat. 

“In travel in this part of the world, 
*and in these conditions, you don’t 
valways get a good (passenger) mani- 
‘fest,’ the U.S. Ambassador to Croatia, 
Peter Galbraith, told a news confer- 
“ence. 

* Brown, accompanied by Commerce 
Department staff members and busi- 
hess executives, left the Bosnian city 
“of Tuzla on Wednesday afternoon for 
“what should have been a short 130- 
“mile flight south to the Croatian coast. 

In Tuzla, he had visited U.S. sol- 
_diers serving with the Bosnian peace 
“mission, passing out fast food and 
esports videos. He was to have visited 

the Bosnian capital of Sarajevo and 
“the Croatian capital of Zagreb on the 
trip. 

Officials in both capitals had eagerly 
anticipated Brown’s visit for the pos- 

sible U.S. investment it could bring to 
their war-battered economies. 

“Iam not sure we can overcome the 
loss of Mr. Brown,” said Bosnian 
Prime Minister Hasan Muratovic, 
“who had been expecting to meet the 

commerce secretary Thursday in 
Sarajevo. 

Instead, U.S. investigators were 
arriving to try to determine what 
caused the T-43, the U.S. military ver- 
sion of a Bueing 737, to crash into the 
hill, known locally as Sveti Ivan, or 
Saint John. 


Provo housing rated as unaffordable

Prove is ninth on the list of the 
least affordable places to live in the 
United States, according to the 
National Association of Home 
Builders. 

Provo had a rating of 37.5 in the 
final quarter of 1995, meaning that a 
family earning the Utah media> 
income of $40,400 could afford to 
buy just 37.5 percent of the homes 
sold. Salt Lake City ranks twenty- 
third with a rating of 47.9. 

Clark Johnston, an agent for 
Wardley Realty in Provo, said most 
homes sold in Provo range from 
$90,000 to $130,000. He said even 
though Provo is such an unafford- 
able market, it doesn’t affect busi- 
ness because there are so many out- 
of-town buyers. 

“The problem is that the market 
has increased much faster than peo- 
ple’s income,” said Brad Eldredge, a 
broker for Atherton Mortgage. “This 
trend is requiring more two-income 
families.” 

But even two-income families are 
having a difficult time buying a 
house. 

Recently two families attending 
BYU who had dual incomes of 
$2,000 a month and no debt barely 
qualified for a $90,000 home, which 
is near the bottom of the market in

Provo, Eldredge said. 

Eldredge said his own house, a 
moderate $110,000 home three years 
ago, is now selling for $160,000. A 
condominium selling for $45,000 
three years ago is now worth 
$95,000. This price increase is not 
proportional to the increases in the 
income of Provo residents. 

A family needs to have a yearly 
income of around $36,000 and mini- 
mal debt to be able to qualify for a 
typical home in Provo, priced from 
$90,000 to $130,000, Eldredge said.
